Among these ai 

ihe earth lodges of the Minnetari from North Dakota and the 

hogans of the Southwestern Navajos. The famous tlpi, 

made of poles, covered with buffalo hides was 

used by the hunting tribes uln. moved every year, folli 

the buffalo. Such tribes as fhe Sioux and the Blackfeel 

were accustomed to move an entire

THE ESKIMO 



The greatest mystery about (he Eskimo is why, in ancient times, he 
chose to live out on the iw a hove the Arc-lie Circle. One theory is thai 
the American and Asiatic tribes drove vast numbers of these people 
further and further north until they had no choice. Their great 
activity is hunting and, therefore, they have developed very effective 
weapons. Their harpoons have a lance for killing attached to them by 
a long thong. When a seal or walrus is struck with the harpoon, the 
Eskimo tries to strike with [he killing lance. If he finds it impossible, 
he jabs its point into the ice and holds the animal until it is exhausted 
and he can get in a blow. Most of their bows are made from hone wil_h 
a twisted sinew string. Their arrows have bone shafts and ivory or 
bone tips. Though most Eskimos now hunt with modern rides and 
shotguns, nothing has yet been fouud to replace the famous kayak.
